Most Part, but One Finds 


Standard, She Says.

York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—Lady 
Cynthia Mosley, who is now a So- 
clalist candidate for the British 
Parliament, and is accounted one 
of the most beautiful women in 
England, arrived here yesterday 
on the Majestic, with her husband, 
Oswald Mosley. 

The two, who recently astonished 
London society by leaving the court 
for the crowd and taking (as Lady 
Cynthia put it) a header into So- 
clalist politics, raised the radical 
flag, in a figurative way of speech, 
on the aloof and lofty Hotel St. 
Regis. 

There last night Lady (C'ynthia 
declared capitalism had had its day 
and failed, and now the day of 
socialism was dawning. 

The Mosleys left their two chil- 
dren, aged 2 and 4, in London, 
while they came here for a three 
months’ tour of industrial districts 
to learn the ins and outs of quan- 
tity production. 

Had her going over from Con 
servatismn to Socialism not result- 
ed 4a apjoss of. friends” 

Lady €©ynthia’ smiled: 

“Of course. You cannot keep all 
your own friends,” she said. “One 
loses in society. But one gains in 
culture. Society is dull and 
for the most p But. on 
that all culture is under the Social- 
ist standards in England today.” 

“Bernard Shaw, H. G. Wells, Ber- 
trand Russell’’ her husband 
ran through a list of prominent So- 
cialists. 

Culture With Socialists. 

“If you want modern culture,” 
he said, ‘“‘you have got to go among 
Socialists.”’ 

Lady Cynthia reversed the Cin- 
derella story. She started ag the 
fairy princess. The King and 
Queen of England attended Il.er 
wedding in the chapel of St. James 
palace. The Queen of Belgium 
flew to London by plane for the 
affair. Lady Mosley had been 
Cynthia Curzon, daughter of the 
late Marquis Curzon and an Amer- 
ican mother, who had been Miss 
Mary Leiter of Chicago. 

For 10 years in her girlhood 
Lady Cynthia was the daughter of 
the Viceroy of India, which is 
about as close to the splendor of 
kingship as any English subject 
ever has approached. 

It was Socialism which waved a 
wand over this fairy princess and 
converted glass slippers and pump- 
kin coach into the workaday life 
of a Labor partisan. 

During the war she did office 
work at 30 shillings ($7.50) a 
week. Then she became a farmer- 
ette.

ground of a bill if impeachment. 

Hawes took the view that the Ju- 
diciary Committee, to which has 
been referred the report of the 
spécia} committee recommending 
impeachment for “high crimes and 
misdemeanors,” has no right to 
close the door to action by the 
House.
